pleasant conditions. The dii- 
ferent bands met in cafeterias, 
auditorium s and an abandoned J 
grocery store! The tax p ay e r; 
has not in any sense of the j 
word been extravagant with 
them, so why not get out and 
m ake money by selling nuts? 
They are very good nuts! 
The senior class has sold 
Christm as cards to the people 
of H am lin for several years. 
These cards are very a ttra c ­ 
tive and they always have a 
very good selection. It might 
also be noted th at these cards 
can usually be gotten w ith the 
purchasers nam e printed in­ 
side at less cost than at the 
local printers.

anemic. 
Revenue
